Merchants May Face District 
Tax to Finance Parking Area 


LEE SHIPPEY IN 
ENDORSEMENT OF 
POOL PROPOSAL 


The city council meeting last 
Thursday evening contained 
more “audience participation” 
than any city council meeting 
in many months. Approximate¬ 
ly 20 residents of Sierra Madre 
were seated in the audience 
section below the councilmen’s 
podium, besides those who 
moved in and out of the room 
during the long session given, 
for the most part, to the sub¬ 
ject of local off-street parking. 

There were other items on 
the agenda which made it an 
especially interesting meeting,' 
such as a hearing on city plan¬ 
ning in consideration of a 
“modified C-1 zone,” as well as 
a report on smog control which 
is dealt with elsewhere in the 
News this week, but there was 
no denying that the star sub¬ 
ject to steal the show was that 
of off-street parking, which 
now is culminating after many 
years of “proposing.” 

The main event included a 
guest appearance by Ray H. 
Lindman of the Los Angeles 
law firm, O’Melveny and My¬ 
ers, who was introduced by the 
council as an attorney experi¬ 
enced in the histories of other 
communities'who have sought, 
and developed, off-street park, 
ing areas. Lindman began by 
stating that no one was against 
the idea of off-street parking, 
but that the problem was con¬ 
tained in the question of how 
to finance it. 

After discussing “pay-as- 
you-go” methods, such as the 
installation of parking meters 
for raising funds, Lindman’s 
next step was to point the 
need for establishing whose re¬ 
sponsibility it was to create 
off-street parking, \vhether it 
be the city or that of merchant 
groups. 

“In most cases,” Lindman 
said, “the average citizen is in¬ 
terested in parking space so far 
as his own convenience is con¬ 
cerned, but he isn’t interested 
in paying for it. When space is 
lacking, he solves the problem 
for himself very simply, by go¬ 
ing to a neighboring commu¬ 
nity where space is available.” 


One of Sierra Madre's best 
known residents, Lee Shippey, 
has expressed his sentiments 
concerning the swimming pool 
that has been proposed as a 
City Park development. His 
statement to The News is as 
follows; 

“A town which doesn’t do all 
it can for its kids and young 
people must blame itself if the 
kids and young people don’t do 
well by the town. 

“A swimming pool near the 
center of population is a fine 
thing for the kids, and is 
mighty good for all of us to 
have it where the community 
can keep an eye on it, instead 
of in a semi-sequestered spot. 
Kvery youngster should learn 
to swim, for his own safety, yet 
our present swimming pool is 
so far from many homes, and 
the roads to it are so narrow 
and full of ambushes that 
many persons are afraid to let 
young children go to it, and If 
anyone gets boisterous or out 
of line there it is likely to be 
unobserved by anyone with au¬ 
thority to preserve proper order. 

“We surely have our propor¬ 
tion of kids here. They’re good 
kids and will grow up to be 
good citizens if they feel the 
community takes a friendly in¬ 
terest in them. 

"So let’s have a swimming 
pool whore it will do the most 
good, enable more kids to have 
healthy fun and learn to swim, 
which may save their lives 
some time.” 


Throughout Lindman’s talk, 
including the question and an¬ 
swer period which followed, it 
became repeatedly clear that 
Sierra Madre merchants would 
have to face the fact that the 
average citizen would not be 
inclined to tax himself for the 
reason of establishing more 
parking space for merchants’ 
customers. 

The council read a letter 
from Jessie Dunning, Sierra 
Madre merchant, in which she 
asked if the matter might not 
be put up to the people on a 
fifty-fifty basis, whereby the 
merchants would pay half the 
cost of parking lot purchase 
and construction, and the citi¬ 
zenry, through a bond issue, 
would pay the other half. 

The council and Lindman 
both expressed opinions to the 
effect that such an approach 
was impractical, inasmuch as 
a general obligation bond issue 
would require a two-thirds ma¬ 
jority vote by the people of Si¬ 
erra Madre. It was here that 
Lindman spoke of the 1943 Ve¬ 
hicle Parking District Act as 
successfully used in Pomona 
and Alhambra, whereby off- 
street parking was financed 
through direct assessment, tax¬ 
ing only those within the dis¬ 
trict. 

Sam Perlof said he believed 
that property owners living out 
of town might be especially in¬ 
different to the idea of an in¬ 
crease of taxes on their prop¬ 
erties merely for the sake of 
helping merchants attract more 
customers. 

Lindman agreed that the as¬ 
sessment district was hard on 
the landlord, so far as imme¬ 
diate effects were concerned, 
but in the long view the suc¬ 
cess of the merchants in sus¬ 
taining business would be to 
the interest of the landlords. 

A1 Morgan, chairman of the 
parking committee, objected 
when the council approached 
the point of placing the re¬ 
sponsibility for the first step 
towards a solution upon the

TALK OF SMOG CONTROL 
GROWS - SO DOES SMOG 


ADMINISTRATORS DEFEND 
PASADENA SCHOOL BOND 


Statements last week by .Mayor Henry F. Korsmeier, who at¬ 
tended the smog control session in Posodena's city hall, Oct. 29. 
plus a press release from the University of Colifomia in River¬ 
side, were not encouraging to Sierra Madreans who hope to see 
the smog abated. 

During the City Council meeting last Thursday evening. 

Mayor Korsmeier said that Si¬ 
erra Madre had been invited to 
send a representative to be¬ 
come a member of a new 
“steering committee” suggest¬ 
ed by the County Board of Su¬ 
pervisors to study possible so¬ 
lutions to smog riddance and 
to “get reactions from major 
cities.” 

City Council passed a motion 
declining the invitation be¬ 
cause the councilmen thought 
the “steering committee” ap¬ 
peared to be a procrastinating, 
ineffective measure; perhaps a 
means by which the supervi¬ 
sors were “passing the buck” 
for not having fulfilled their 
own obligations in represent¬ 
ing the people against smog. 

Councilman Charles H. James 
said he believed there already 
were adequate provisions for 
coping with smog if the super¬ 
visors wished to enforce them. 

Agreeing with these opin¬ 
ions, Councilman Lawrence 
Washburn said it appeared that 
the supervisors were creating 
the “steering committee” in 
hopes that it “would do what 
they were supposed to be doing 
in the first place.”

During an open meeting, attended by members of Sierra 
Madre’s board of education and other citizens, Frank Walkup, 
Dr. Robert Gilchrist and Dr. Stuart Marsee, Pasadena school ad¬ 
ministrators, defended the Pasadena school bond issue that will 
be presented to the voters in February. 

“There will be no new con¬ 
struction in the Junior High 
District until present structures 
are fully utilized,” said Mr. 

Walkup. He explained “full 
utilization” Includes 8 period 
days — staggered se.ssions — as 
are now at Temple City Junior 
High School. 

The Pasadena Administrators 
indicated that they _do not feel 
present population trends show 
immediate need for a junior 
high in this area. 

Other reasons given were the 
feeling that the voters would 
not pass a larger bond and that 
.students can be transported to 
existing Pasadena schools. 

When parents stated that they 
do not feel that present trans¬ 
portation is satisfactory or even 
adequate, they were urged by 
Mr. Marsee to attend the Pasa¬ 
dena school budget hearings, 
which are held in the spring. 

Administrators stated that if 
Pasadena changes from the 6- 
4-4 plan to the 6-3-3-2,' there 
would possibly be no need for 
a junior high in this area. 

Questioners were not assured 
of any future date for construc¬ 
tion of the Hastings Ranch Jun¬ 
ior High School.

The sign, which Mrs. Coutant 
says may stand there for an¬ 
other five years, reads: “Site of 
future Junior High School.” 

Mrs. Coutant and Mrs. Foster 
Buckner, another Sierra Ma- 
drean working for community 
interests, have been attending 
committee meetings for the 
past year in the belief that 
their work, along with the ef¬ 
forts of others, would result in 
the voting of money this Feb¬ 
ruary for the construction of 
the Junior High School which 
is so important to residents in 
Sierra Madre as well as tax- 
paying parents in the Hastings

announced that only 4 million 
dollars will be proposed on the 
ballot in February. The admin¬ 
istrators and members of the 
Pasadena school board, after 
meeting in secret sessions, an¬ 
nounced in what was supposed¬ 
ly a “premiere” for all to at¬ 
tend that this community and 
its vicinity could expect to wait 
another four or five years be¬ 
fore the money necessary for 
construction of the Hastings 
Ranch Junior High School could 
be voted. 

As a result of these develop¬ 
ments, Mrs. Coutant, Mrs. 
Buckner, and other interested 
citizens who for 12 months 
have given their efforts to¬ 
wards the creation of a Junior 
High School in the Hastings 
Ranch area, find themselves in 
what they describe as “a 
slightly skeptical attitude.” 
When it comes to that sign 
announcing the future site of 
the Hastings Ranch Junior High 
School, they are wondering 
“just how long can the future 
be?” 


Ranch area. They, the same as 
other informed citizens, are 
now wondering why the sign 
should remain. 

The answers, given by the 
Pasadena school board and the 
administrators of Pasadena 
schools, are rather vague. As 
stated in the Pasadena Star- 
News: “Staff members hedged 
on identifying specific im¬ 
provements planned with the 
bond money, pointing out that 
the funds are based on accur¬ 
ate cost estimates of specific 
projects, but that future 
changes might force them to 
use the funds for different pur¬ 
poses.” 

So far as anyone is able to 
determine, the sign announc¬ 
ing the “future site of the Jun¬ 
ior High School” is to remain 
regardless how long it may be 
before the Hastings Ranch Jun¬ 
ior High School is built. Mrs. 
Coutant has pointed out that, 
although 8 million dollars are 
needed for the Pasadena high 
school district, the administra¬ 
tors of Pasadena schools have

In Plan Offered By Recreation Commission

If the suggestions presented by Sierra Madre's recreation 
commission for City Park developments go into effect there may 
be a ne^w swimming pool for the community by next summer, 
according to Philip Mitchell, recreation director. In the commis¬ 
sion's plan for enlargements and improvements of the present 
park, as illustrated in this is¬ 
sue of the News, the pool would 
receive first attention so long 
as the city continues to demon¬ 
strate its present enthusiasm 


community, he believes this 
procedure would be the most 
practical for Sierra Madre. 

An essential part of the plan 
invites the purchase of the pri¬ 
vate property now owned by 
W. W. Scott in the area ad¬ 
joining his property at “an 
equitable figure based on pres¬ 
ent property values.” 

The corporation, which would 
be dissolved at the completion 
of its services, would expect to 
raise the necessary funds 
through subscriptions, plus do¬ 
nations from individuals and 
civic organizations. Already 
there is a growing list of local 
groups which have voted to 
support the project; these 
■groups include the VFVV, the 
Lions Club, Kiwanis, Civic 
Club, the Community Nursery 
School Association, PTA and 
Campfire .Board. 

The reason the recreation 
commission favors the plan of 
acquiring title to Scott’s prop¬ 
erty has to do with the slope 
of land from north to south 
that would require a greater 
expense if the pool were to 
run in that direction. If the 
pool is to be properly placed 
it will extend east to west, but 
this cannot be done without 
the property now owned by 


Scott. 

Later developments of the 
park would include off-street 
parking, an outdoor tlieater 
with a capacity of seating two 
thousand people, a gymnasium 
with an indoor stage, a dance 
floor of glossed cement, and a 
community kitchen with a 
green sward extending north 
to the pool. 

The area east of the outdoor 
theater probably would be 
made into a putting green. The 
tennis, shuffleboard and horse¬ 
shoe courts would remain and 
be reconditioned. The toy li¬ 
brary also would stay. 

Mitchell has pointed out that 
improvements on such a scale 
naturally would require an ex¬ 
tended period of time, especial¬ 
ly considering that the pool 
would be rated as first prior¬ 
ity. It is estimated that in the 
off-street parking there would 
be space for 38 cars in the edge 
section from Sierra Madre bou¬ 
levard south on Hermosa to 
Mariposa, plus 45 cars off the 
street on Mariposa west. 

At the last meeting of the 
recreation commission, Ralph 
“Pappy” Welch was named the 
commission’s chairman. David 
Allen is acting as financial ad¬ 
visor.

for such a project. 

Mitchell points out that if the 
construction of the pool were 
taken over by a single contrac¬ 
tor it'would cost an approxi¬ 
mate $50,000, not including the 
$15,000 to $20,000 it would cost 
to build the dressing rooms 
and their plumbing facilities. 
Instead of this, the commission 
has suggested that a non-profit 
trust corporation be formed to 
receive monies for the swim¬ 
ming pool fund. The recreation 
commission would then organ¬ 
ize committees to enlist the 
free services of a contractor 
acting as a supervisor for labor 
recruited from among interest¬ 
ed citizens, whereby the entire 
unit of swimming pool and 
dressing rooms could be built 
at approximately one half the 
amount that otherwise would 
be required. 

Lest this sound too idealistic, 
Mitchell refers to the success 
other communities have had 
through the adoption of such 
a method. If backed by the

PARKING DOWNTOWN IN THE CITY BEAUTIFUL | 

In this older city (its beginnings laid in the last century before f 
automobiles were dominant), most of the downtown stores are § 
without adjacent parking space. But lots are still available, tho the 
bell is ringing. 

Many came to Sierra Madre tor quiet and feel that perhaps f- 
a healthy local economy would menace this idyllic spot. Safer g 
streets—with easy flow of traffic—can be had by ample length p. 
parallel parking stalls, plus convenient parking lots. Not one or two 
but several locations to service the stores and their shoppers easily. ^ 
Not raucous living but tree opportunity tor every Sierra Madrean, » 
who wishes to shop at home, to do so comfortably. f 

Many factory personnel cars are on the streets. And cars and | 
trucks of merchants are not always entirely guiltless. I do not under- 
stand that the proposed ordinance, enjoining new business and 
industry to provide parking space, would include those already 
established. 

Suggested lots are: Pacific Electric old right of way, running 
from Baldwin, above Montecito, to Mountain Trail, below Highland. 
The east end of this, and the lot on east Montecito where the Gas 
Company had storage tanks, for use of personnel parking; and the 
west end of right of way, unless a hospital be built there, tor 
customer parking. This vital space should not be lost to any 
other purposes than one of these two. Also the property be¬ 
hind the City Hall, 190 feet by 200 feet, suggested. The parking 
lot on the Boulevard, furnished by the Ban< of Sierra Madre. 
(All general service lots should be municipally owned.) Rear 
properties between the Boulevard and Esporanza, from the bank 
lot eastward, for merchants' cars and trucks and for personnel cars. 
Doctor Woehler's 150 feet square facing on South Baldwin, an 
attractive spot for those coming from the south and east, and tor 
all. Walk downhill carrying packages. 

In the titty fifty financing suggestion, an error was made in 
estimating the probable rate on market values. (The writer misread 
her own tax bill). The rate on the assessed valuation was accurate. 

The visiting attorney, when asked regarding a city wide bond 
issue, with the interest and retirement payments collected by the 
City, half from special taxes and half from downtown business 
license fee increases, stated that it would be legal. But the legal 
and councilmanic consensus was that to raise the license tees of 
the downtown merchants alone, even tor this area's particular 
benefit, would be discrimination. Also that the next Council would 
not be legally obligated to use this revenue to honor the city's 
obligation to bondholders. And that, furthermore, Sierra Madre 
would not vote bonds for parking. 

It is suggested that Doctor Woehler's one hundred and fifty 
(150) feet square be rented, if possible (with a three months ter¬ 
mination by either party), and prepared tor temporary use, as a 
Christmas courtesy from downtown merchants.
